Democratic National Convention 
to begin Monday

With their theme de- 
fined and their lineup of 
speakers arranged, delegates 
to the Democratic Conven- 
tion are packing their bags 
for Boston. 

The selected theme for 
the Democratic Convention 
is “Stronger at Home-Re- 
spected in the World.” 

At Boston, the Demo- 
crats hope to present the im- 
age of a unified party that 
embraces a platform of ideas 
and goals that will appeal to 
mainstream America, and 
particularly to the undecided, 
independent voters who will 
decide the election. 

To win, the Democratic 
ticket must avoid being 
branded as too liberal. Kerry 
and Edwards must appeal to 
middle America in order to 
capture enough votes in the 
remaining “battleground 
states.” 

Many political experts 
give John Kerry high marks 
for selecting John Edwards 
as» his running. mate. 
Edwards is young, articulate, 
and a good campaigner. 

The only downside to 
Edwards is that he was once 
a high-profile trial lawyer 


who made many millions of 


dollars. One recently pub- 
lished report estimated that 
Edwards made over $20 mil- 
lion during one brief period 


of his career. Some Demo- 
crats worry that the Repub- 
licans will link Edwards to 
the trial lawyers and their 
lobbyists. 

At the Democratic Con- 
vention, all eyes will be on 
the party. In addition to the 
requisite “Bush bashing,” 
look for a message to come 
out of the convention that is 
filled with hope and opti- 
mism. 

In an effort to preempt 
the Republicans, Kerry and 
Edwards are sure to present 
themselves as holders and 
champions of traditional 
American values, thereby 
advancing the argument that 
the Democrats are the party 
most in tune with the Ameri- 
can people. Both men know 
that they must position them- 
selves as moderate Demo- 
crats to win the election. 

Unlike Gore’s 2000 
campaign, which distanced 
itself from Bill Clinton, the 
Democrats are putting him 
front and center, scheduling 
him to speak during the first 
night of the convention, Per- 
haps the strategy is to frame 
Kerry as a moderate like 
Clinton, and to subtly sug- 
gest that if you liked the 
Clinton years, you'll like the 
Kerry years. 

Next Monday, in Bos- 
ton, the race for the White 
House begins in earnest.<=

Washington, D.C. — The final report of 
the 9/11 Commission is now available to the 
public both on line and soon for sale in book- 
stores across the country. 

The bipartisan commission, consisting of 
five Democrats and five Republicans resisted 
the pressure to place blame on either the 
Clinton or Bush administrations, but did con- 
clude that both had missed opportunities to pre- 
vent the terrorist attacks on the World Trade 
Center and Pentagon. Vowing to stay out of 
partisan participation during the upcoming 
presidential conventions and elections, Chair- 
man Thomas Kean (R) and Vice Chairman Lee 
Hamilton (D) concluded that U.S. government 
intelligence was woefully disorganized prior 
to the attacks on 9/11.

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The 567-page report predictably called for 
the appointment of an overall director of intel- 
ligence operations; to which the Coalition of 
9/11 Families vowed to see that Congress does 
not vacillate for long and that the position be- 
comes a reality at the soonest possible time. 
Homeland Security Secretary Tom Ridge com- 
mented earlier that he felt the U.S. did not need 
an intelligence “czar.” Steps have already been 
taken to create a special terrorism service 
within the FBI and President Bush reportedly 
was ‘cool’ about the recommendation for a new 
director of intelligence. 

The 9/11 Commission Report is 567 pages 
long, but includes an Executive Summary that 
points to nine “specific points of vulnerabil- 
ity” in the September 11 plot that, had the gov- 
ernment agencies cooperated better with each

Sacramento (EFE) — 
Después de tres semanas sin un 
presupuesto en mano, y con ne- 
gociaciones para su resolución 
nuevamente estancadas, las crí- 
ticas entre el gobernador y miem- 
bros demócratas del Legislativo 
comienzan a tomar un tono poco 
cortés. 

El líder del Senado estatal, 
John Burton, criticó al goberna- 
dor Arnold Schwarzenegger por

“Fue muy indecoroso de su 
parte, contraproducente, y no 
ayuda a resolver los problemas 
de los californianos. Sus comen- 
tarios han enfurecido a miembros 
de la comunidad, y a miembros 
de la Legislatura, y como gober- 
nador, creo que llegó demasiado 
lejos”, dijo en conferencia de 
prensa Burton, representante de- 
mócrata de San Francisco. 

El gobernador republicano, 
asimismo, pidió al público “sacar 
a los legisladores” que no estén 
de acuerdo con él, durante las

El mundo del cine está 
viendo el nacimiento de un 
fenómeno. Se llama Michael 
Moore. Porque si bien este 
periodista ya se había anotado un 
éxito con un documental sobre 
la masacre en una escuela 
secundaria, lo sucedido hasta el 
momento con “Fahrenheit 9/11” 
está rebasando cualquier expec- 
tativa.

“English gets boring some- 
times” stated Donna Nguyen, a 
senior at James Lick High School 
in San Jose, California. 

Donna does not get bored 
very often. She can speak En- 
glish, Spanish, and Vietnamese. 
She can also read and write these 
languages. So when she gradu- 
ated from high school, she re- 
ceived a recognition for her flu- 
ency in the form of a newly-in- 
stituted bilingual certificate. Her 
accomplishments are marked on 
her diploma as well as her tran- 
scripts. 

The bilingual certificate is a 
new program available only in a 
small number of American 
schools. It should be expanded to 
recognize and encourage multi- 
lingualism, which is essential to 
make it in today’s world. 

To qualify for the bilingual 
certificate, students need to dem- 
onstrate linguistic fluency and lit- 
eracy in at least two languages. 
Students need to show their lan- 
guage skills by passing an Ad- 
vanced Placement test in a for- 
eign language if their native lan- 
guage is English. Students whose 
home language is not English 
must pass an Advanced Place- 
ment test in their home language 
and also pass the state’s English 
standardized test. 

Although the most likely 
combination is English-Spanish, 
the 82 students who met the cri- 
teria at Eastside Union School 
District in San Jose also included 
French and German. 

Glendale Unified School 
District, northwest of Los Ange- 
les, also recognizes bilingualism. 
On graduation day, students who 
can speak two languages wear a 
silver medallion and trilingual 
students wear a gold one. In 
2004, one student qualified in Ar- 
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menian, Russian, German, and 
English. 

Although the U.S. is a coun- 
try of immigrants, the native lan- 
guages brought in tended to dis- 
appear quickly. Indeed, being an 
American often meant speaking 
English and only English. 

Those sentiments are still 
alive and well but more and more 
people are beginning to see the 
value of bilingualism. It’s not just 
the marketing value of two or 
more languages. International 
relations pretty much dictate that 
monolingualism is not just a dis- 
advantage but a danger as well. 

Serious shortages of bilin- 
gual personnel, for example, 
have been reported in many ar- 
eas of government. Soon after 9/ 
11, it was revealed that a vast 
amount of data had not been ana- 
lyzed because of limited linguis- 
tic resources. 

In both Afghanistan and Iraq, 
U.S. government officials have 
had to rely a lot on local inter- 
preters and translators and the 
results have been far from posi- 
tive. 

The situation is so bad that 
the American government is con- 
sidering a targeted military draft 
for people with special skills such 
as computer knowledge or for- 
eign languages. 

Unfortunately, bilingualism 
sull conjures negative images in 
the minds of some Americans. 
Some fear a Balkanization of the 
country upon hearing the word 
bilingual. Images of Canada 
come to mind right away. Also, 
fear that bilingualism may not 
lead to integration of new arriv- 
als pushes people to lobby for 
English-only laws. 

Twenty-seven states have 
passed laws declaring English the 
official language, but nothing has 
changed with regards to reduc- 
ing immigration nor the number 
of languages people speak.

Fear that immigrant kids 
were not learning English fast 
enough pushed California, Ari- 
zona, and Massachusetts voters 
to virtually do away with bilin- 
gual education. The laws elimi- 
nating bilingual education have 
been passed through the referen- 
dum process in which voters 
were asked to choose along sim- 
plistic lines of English-yes and 
Spanish-no. 

Yet, most states are continu- 
ing bilingual education pro- 
grams, which in spite of their 
name, are not designed to de- 
velop skills in two languages. 
Bilingual education programs in 
the U.S. aim to use the students” 
native languages as a springboard 
to eventual English-only instruc- 
tion by ensuring that immigrant 
students don't fall behind aca- 
demically those born in the U.S. 

Developing bilingual skills 
is really the focus of dual-lan- 
guage schools which teach sub- 


jects in two languages. The num- 


bers of these type of schools in 
the U.S. are very small but they 
are expanding rapidly as parents 
increasingly realize the value of 
bilingualism for their kids. 
Unfortunately, dual-lan- 
guage schools do not go beyond 


junior high school. In the vast 


majority of American highs 
schools the focus is on English. 
So when some high schools be- 
gin to recognize and foster bilin- 
gualism, it’s an event worth cel- 
ebrating. 

As English increases its 
dominance in the world as the 
language to know, it’s too easy 
to rest on our laurels and let the 
others learn our language. It’s 
also dangerous. The smart thing 
is to go for the gold.

En marcha campaña de presión a 
Congreso para reforma migratoria 


Washington (EFE) — 
Liderados por el senador demócra- 
ta de Massachusetts, Ted Kennedy, 
los Caucus Hispano y Afroameri- 
cano y varios grupos de derechos 
civiles anunciaron en una campaña 
para presionar al Congreso por una 
reforma migratoria en Estados 
Unidos. 

“A través de nuestra historia, 
los inmigrantes han tenido un rol 
esencial en la vida de nuestra na- 
ción y han contribuido de una ma- 
nera incondicional a la fortaleza de 
nuestro país”, dijo Kennedy en un 
comunicado leído en el acto de 
apertura de la actividad en el Se- 
nado. 

El senador demócrata, que a 
última hora canceló su presencia 
en ese acto debido “a problemas 
de agenda”, sostiene que una refor- 
ma al sistema migratorio “benefi- 
ciará a los empresarios y a los tra- 
bajadores”. 

El Movimiento por una Re- 
forma Migratoria Justa (FIRM, en 
inglés), promotor de la acción de 
presión al Congreso, planea movi- 
lizaciones en 24 estados de 
EE.UU. hasta el próximo 17 de 
octubre, para motivar a los más de 

15 millones de votantes inmigran- 
tes, en su mayoría latinos y asiá- 
ticos, a participar en esta campaña. 

Kennedy criticó al presidente 
George W. Bush por afirmar ante 
la convención de la Liga de Ciu- 
dadanos Unidos Latinoamericanos 
(LULAO), celebrada este mes en 
Houston, que apoya una reforma 
migratoria, y no poner en práctica 
esa afirmación. 

Agregó que durante “la misma

semana”, Bush sugirió al liderazgo 


del Senado bloquear la votación de 
la iniciativa de ley “AgJobs” que 
beneficia a medio millón de tra- 
bajadores del campo. 

El FIRM, que representa a 200 
organizaciones en todo EE.UU., 
aboga por una reforma migratoria 
que reconozca “la contribución de 
los inmigrantes y les conceda un 
camino a la residencia permanente 
y la ciudadanía”, indicó Deepak 
Bhargava, Director del Centro Co- 
munitario para los Cambios. 

Además, señaló que esa refor- 
ma debe de incluir la reunificación 
familiar y reducir los períodos de 
espera de los trámites migratorios, 
así como ofrecer “oportunidades 
para una migración segura en el 
futuro”. 

Angélica Salas, Directora del 
Centro de los Derechos Humanos 
de los Inmigrantes con sede en Los 
Ángeles, California anunció que 
esta semana se difundirán anun- 
cios publicitario de televisión con 
llamamiento a votantes hispanos a 
demostrar el peso de su sufragio. 

“Cuando se trata de reformas 
a nuestro sistema migratorio, los 
políticos hablan mucho pero hacen 
poco”, señala uno de esos anun- 
cios, tras indicar que, mientras tan- 
to, más de 350 personas mueren

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U.S. fulfills visa quotas, rules 
out Cuban migration crisis

Havana (EFE) — The top U.S. diplomat in 
Cuba ruled out on Wednesday an imminent mi- 
gration crisis and noted that the United States 
has fulfilled its part of the bilateral immigration 
accords by issuing 20,000 visas to Cubans wish- 
ing to leave the communist-ruled island. 

The immigration accords Washington and 
Havana signed 10 years ago called for the United 
States to issue 20,000 immigration visas for Cu- 
bans every fiscal year, that is from Oct. 1 to Sept. 
30.

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The United States met that target on July 16, 
according to James Cason, head of the U.S. In- 
terests Section in Havana, who said Washington 
would issue additional visas before the end of 
the fiscal year. 

He declined to say how many visas the 
United States planned to issue by the end of Sep- 
tember, but recalled that 21,075 were approved 
in 2003. 

These figures “undermine the Cuban 
government’s argument that we are not fulfill- 
ing the accords in order to have a pretext to in- 
vade Cuba,” Cason said. 

Havana has repeatedly accused the United 
States of failing to comply with the immigration 
agreements in order to provoke a crisis that would 
give it an excuse to attack the island. 

“We do not foresee an immigration crisis” 
in the short term, Cason told foreign journalists, 
despite Cubans’ eagerness to leave the island to 
escape repression and economic woes. 

“These immigration crises are always en- 
couraged by the Cuban government, they’re not 
spontaneous. Whenever there’s an economic and 
social crisis the (Cuban) government drives the 
people out, and they know that this wouldn’t look 
right. I don’t think there’s a reason now to en- 
courage a new immigration crisis,” the diplomat 
added. 

In any case, he said, “if there were an immi- 
gration crisis, nobody knows what would hap- 
pen, but we’d do everything to stop it.” 

Cason said the number of migrants trying to 
reach the United States illegally by sea has de- 
clined significantly in recent years, averaging 
only around 1,000 people annually. 

He also pointed out that 1,352 people who 
received U.S. visas - most of them college stu- 
dents and professionals - were denied permis- 
sion by the Cuban government to leave the coun- 
try. 

Washington broke off diplomatic relations 
with Havana in 1961 after Fidel Castro’s regime, 
which came to power in 1959, expropriated U.S. 
holdings on the island. In 1977, the countries 
opened interest sections in their respective capi- 
tals.<=

Echeverría, Moya y Sánchez

Deseosos de conocer el origen del mariachi, La 
Oferta entrevistó a la autoridad en el tema, el músico 
e historiador Jonathan Clark. Su interés en los 
conjuntos de mariachis comenzó hace treinta años, 
cuando escuchó su primer mariachi en un concierto 
de artistas mexicanos que se presentó en el Civic 
Auditorium en San José. 

Fascinado por el sonido que emanaba de sus 
instrumentos, Clark empezó a comprar discos de 
mariachis y a visitar los lugares donde los grupos 
tocaban. Aprender a tocar el guitarrón le permitió 
integrarse al Mariachi Aztlán. un conjunto estudiantil 
que acompañaba al grupo de danza folklórica “Los 
Lupeños de San José”. Una gira a Veracruz con dicho 
grupo, dio comienzo a su profesión de historiador, 
que se originó con su deseo de escuchar los mariachis 
en La Plaza Garibaldi de México, D.F. 

En los 12 años que vivió en México, Clark tuvo 


la oportunidad no sólo de tocar con más de 50 grupos

States continues to be a key objec- 
tive.” 

According to the U.S. Census 
Bureau, the number of Mexicans 
working in the United States bal- 
looned from 2.6 million in 1990 to 
4.9 million in 2000, and more than 
half of them work in the manufac- 
turing and transportation sectors, 
while 15 percent work in construc- 
tion. 

The U.S. workforce comprises 
about 138 million people. 

According to Derbez, the 
agreements give fresh impetus to 
Mexican President Vicente Fox’s 
plan to “implement concrete ac- 
tions that will improve the quality 
of life of all Mexicans in the United 
States.” 

The countries agreed that 


Mexico’s 45 consulates in the 
United States will be responsible 
for disseminating information 
about labor rights among Mexican 
workers. 

The consulates will also take 
part in the development and expan- 
sion of mechanisms to help Mexi- 
can workers file complaints over 
employers’ abuses, discrimination 
and labor law violations. 

Over the first half of the fiscal 
year, the Labor Department recov- 
ered some $18.3 million in back 
pay for nearly 31,000 workers in 
industries that typically employ 
large numbers of Hispanics, a de- 
partment spokeswoman said.

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He said Cordovez expressed 
surprise over the peaceful climate 
in Venezuela “so different from 
how it is presented abroad.” 

“Despite what they say 
abroad, the situation is one of har- 
mony and understanding. There is 
a relaxed atmosphere among the 
people that contrasts with previous 
times. This ensures a favorable cli- 
mate for Aug. 15,” the vice presi- 
dent said. 

He claimed, however, that the 


opposition included extremist 
groups which may try to carry out 
terrorist attacks. 

He cited “two worrisome in- 
cidents that took place in the past 
several days,” including the rob- 
bery of 67 kilos (147.5 pounds) of 
C-4 explosives from a navy base 
and the theft of 14 assault rifles 
from a National Guard post. 

The explosives were stolen 
from the Puerto Cabello navy base, 
150 kilometers (93 miles) west of 


Caracas, “along with detonators 
and fuses,” according to Rangel. 

“These incidents may be re- 
lated to some intelligence informa- 
tion the government has that cer- 
tain sectors want to disrupt the ref- 
erendum, but we're already taking 
precautions,” Rangel said.
